Who May Abide the Day of His Coming

Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts; for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

We are endeavoring to stand as a 
watchman on the wall.

We have been 
calling attention to the many different 
shadows that are to precede the day of 
the Lord known as the terrible night. 
We have written of the floods, earth- 
quakes, destructive insects, world war.

ings. We will now call attention to 
something else that stands out very 
prominent as a last day sign. James 
says, “Go to now ye rich men, weep 
and howl for the miseries that shall 
come upon you; your riches are cor- 
rupted, and your garments are moth- 
eaten, your gold and silver is canker- 
ed: and the rust of them shall be wit- 
nesses against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it were fire. Ye have heaped 
TREASURES TOGETHER for the 
last days behold the hire of the labour- 
ers who have reaped down your fields, 
which is of you kept back by fraud 
crieth: * * * ye have lived in pleasure 
on the earth and been wanton; ye 
have nourished your hearts as in the 
day of slaughter, ye have condemned 
and killed the just, and he doth not 
resist you. 

The daily press bears witness that 
the world is massing its forces. We 
learn that ninety per cent of the steel 
concerns in Great Britain are in a 
vast combine. Nine big companies hav- 
ing absorbed thirty-six smaller ones. 


It is said that fifty men in New 
York City can stop every wheel on 
the railroads, close every factory and 
shut down every coal and iron mine 
in the United States. 

Trusts and Combines 


What is a trust? It is a business or- 
ganization or combination consistins, 
of a number of firms or corporations 
operating, and often united, under an 
agreement creating a trust; formed 
mainly for, the purpose of regulating 
the supply and price of commodities; 
Also to control or monopolize trade; 
as a sugar trust. (Webster’s Diction- 
ary.) 

There is no doubt that most every 
article manufactured is made by a 
trust, or the firm at least is drifting 
that way, or else drifting out of bus- 
iness. There is the great sugar trust, 
the automobile trust known as the 
General Motors, the steel trust, rail- 
way trust, even coffin trust, with 
many more too numerous to mention. 
These are some of the treasures being 
heaped together of which James 
speaks. Isaiah says, Woe unto them 
that join house to house, that lay field 
to field, till there be no place, that 
they may be placed alone in the midst 
of the earth. Isaiah saw that the rich 
would spread his arms and take in ev- 
ery thing tntil there would be no 
place left for the ordinary, or peor 
man. There is no doubt that every- 
thing is drifting in that direction. 

Now comes the league of nations, 
also the much talked of league of 
churches. Everything is tending  to- 
ward a combine. Is that all? No the 
labor movement is another massing of 


forces. Unions everywhere. It is said 
that in America alone the Federation 
of Labor exceeds a, membership of 
two million. This is for the ‘purpose 
of protection against Manufacturing 
Associations. The aim is doubtless to 
fix hours of labor and the wages they 
shall receive. This is backed by the 
Red Socialistic, radical Bolshevistic 
spirit. Doubtless there will be a seri- 
ous clash between the opposing forces 
which will result in the rise of an im- 
perial power which is to rule the 
world. 


Rod of Indignation 


While it is true the rich are to weep 
and howl because of the miseries com- 
ing upon them, doubtless brought by 
the rigid opposition they shall encoun- 
ter at the hands of federated labor, 
backed by Socialism and Redism.

WHOLLY SANCTIFIED. OR . 


ENTIRE 


SANCTIFICATION 





“Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy: for I am the Lord your 
God. And ye shall keep my statues, 
and do them: I am the Lord which 
sanctify you.” Lev. 20:7-8. 

People often speak of sanctification 
as something mysterious and incom- 
prehensible. While it can only be 
known in reality by experience, yet 
the meaning ef the word may be found 
by consulting any dictionary. Web- 
ster says: Sanctify: (1) To set apart 
to a holy or religious use; to conse- 
crate by appropriate rites. (2) To 
make free from sin; to cleanse from 
moral corruption and pollution; to 
purify. 

The Standard defines sanctify: To 
make holy; rendered sacred; morally 
or spiritually pure; cleanse from sin. 
Sanctification specifically in theology 
is the gracious work of the Holy 
Spirit whereby the believer is freed 
from sin and exalted to holiness in 
heart and life. John Wesley: “Sancti- 
fication, in the proper sense, is an in- 
stantaneous deliverance from all sin 
and includes an instantaneous power 
then given to clave to God.” The 
Bible: We learn from the teaching of 
the Word that the term “Sanctify” 
has two separate and distinct mean- 
ings. (1) It means to set apart or con- 
secrate. It is this meaning that is 
used in the Old Testament concern- 
ing the sanctifying of the altar, the 
temple, the priest, and so on. (2) It 
means to purify or make holy. This is 
the New Testament meaning of the 
word and is used by the writers to 
signify the work wrought in the heart 
of believers and to prepare them for 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. The 
text carries both meanings. First: Con- 
secration or devotion. Seeond: Cleans- 
ing or purifying; the latter being con- 
ditional upon the former. 

It is important that we sanctify our- 
selves, that is clean up by measuring 
to God’s Word in order for Him to 
sanctify us. The first part of the work 
is ours. The second part is the work 
of the Lord and can’t be done by the 
believer. In other words consecration 
is the human side of sanctification, 
and upon this condition God performs 
this divine work and gives us a real 
experience of sanctification. 

Samuel Rutherford, a Scotch Pres. 
byterian divine, said, “Christ is more 
to be loved for giving us sanctifica. 
tion than justification, for He maketh 
us like Himself in sanctification.” 

This real heart experience for be. 
lievers only, not attained by growth 
or works, but by faith delivers from 
the power and dominion of sin. “Car 
nality.” our “old man” or “sin prin- 
ciple,” is destroyed, the pure heart 
filled with holy love, is a Bible doc- 
trine and cannot be denied. No one 
can make an honest pretence of _ be- 
lieving the Bible and not believe in 
some sort of sanctification. The word 
sanctify in its various forms oecurs 
one hundred and sixty times in the 
Bible; the words holy or holiness, six 
hundred times. We are told. there are 
at least fifteen hundred references to 
this subject, then anyone who claims 
he doesn’t believe in sanctification, 
simply expresses his ignorance or in- 
fidelity. 

Sanctification, an act of God as a 
definite work of grace subsequent to 
regeneration, has always had its op- 
posers. The reason a person would 
oppose such a grand experience is 
something I can’t understand. It looks 
like the whole world would want it. 
Yet in spite of all the oppositions, it 
has its place in the Bible. Paul, a holi- 








in our midst. 
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ness preacher, gives us much. of our 
information concerning this subjeci. 
Here in connection with our text, we 
will quote Paul, “Having therefore 
these promises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting hoti- 
ness in the fear of the Lord.” The per 
sons addressed here are believers; he 
urges them to seek a purified nature 
and live a purified life. There are sev 
eral theories held regarding this ex 
perience. 

First: that sanctification is identi- 
cal with the new birth, or sanctifica 
tion and conversion are wrought simu} 


taneously. Those that hold to this 
theory are heard to say “I receiver! 
all when I was converted.” This ' 


is contrary to Scripture and universal ’ 
teaching. Every command, exhortation, 
prayer and promise in the Bible touch- 
ing sanctification is for Christians; 
never for sinners. We read in_ the 
third chapter of 1st Cor., Paul in d@es- 
cribing some of the Lord’s peopie 
called them brethren and babes in 
Christ, and they were carnal and 
walked as men. Evidently they were 
converted people, but greatly in need 
of something they had not received, 
The carnal mind is not removed@-in re- 
generation, but these people were the 
Lord’s people, yet unsanctified. Paw) 
says, “The carnal mind is enmity 
against God.” Every truly converted 
person has felt the strivings of car- 
nality in the heart after regeneration. 
Manifestations in man of fear, pride, 
selfwill, despondency and an evil tem- 
per are evidences that carnality yet re- 
mains. Regeneration removes the 
guilt, breaks the power of sin, or in 
other words saves one from all past 
sins, but there remains in the heart 
the principle of sin. known in the 
Bible as depravity, or inbred sin and 
it requires a subsequent work of grace 
to remove it. I have never heard of a 
preacher inviting a sinner to seek 
sanctification. 


The sect that holds to this theory 
is heard to ask these questions: If he 
converts a soul is not the change per- 
fected? Does it not dishonor God to 
suppose that when he converts a soul 
an additional work is necessary to 
complete the reconstruction? To 
answer this we can say it is not God's 
plan to do the entire work of salvation 
at once, or else it would all come at 
awakening, but awakening precedes 
conversion, entire sanctification sue- 
ceeds conversion and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost follows entire saneti- 
fication. TMe theory referred to above 
is known as finished work, yet there 
can be no doubt that the completeness 
of the work in these several stages \ts 
measured to the degree of conformity 
to the conditions upon which Goda 
works. When a sinner conforms to the 
conditions upon which God saves, he 
then receives pardon of sins. When a 
believer conforms to the conditions 
upon which God sanctifies, he then 
receives the cleansing flow. You say 
you never have seen any two persons 
receive this experience the same. This 
is not strange, because the conditions 
of entire sanctification are met in @it- 
ferent degrees by believers. I have 
seen people receive the three experi- 
ences in only a few minutes. You 
eouldn’t detect a distinction or an in- 
terval in them. Then I have known 
some to live a converted life and seek 
sanctification for months, yea years, 
before receiving it. You have noticed 
an oak tree that grows upon fertile 
soil, how tall, sound, comely and use- 
ful for various purposes, then one up- 
on a barren, rocky, poor sqil, how 
short, knotty, and almost worthless, 
yet the one Creator grew them. He 
made all He could out of each owing 
to the conditions and possibilities of 
the soil: so He works in believers al} 
the possibilities of their conditions. Rt 
is His good will for every penitent to 
receive sanctification and even the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost before 
leaving the altar, but they only ,re- 
ceive these gracious works by the

FOR DEFEATED!“ 


FISHERMEN OR VICTORY 
VS. DEFEAT

To wrest victory from defeat is not 
a human prerogative, but Jesus came 
to a world of humanity which had 
made a failure and who had been 
slaves of each other. God had been 
disappointed and His plans thwarted 
from time to time, simply by the fail- 
ure of mankind. But blessed be the 
name of Jesus; He came to our re- 
acue fully prepared to wrest continual 
victory from universal defeat. 

Peter was a defeated fisherman. 
He had gone fishing for himself. Luke 
5:5 “Master, we have toiled all the 
night, and have taken nothing: never- 
theless, at thy word I will let down 
the net.” We notice how frank Peter 
was to acknowledge his failure, or in 
other words, his defeat by launching 
out ‘at his own volition. Now hear the 
glad fact of his willingness to change 
masters from self to Savior. Here is 
the combination to change masters 
from ‘self ‘to the all conquering King. 
Jesus’ simple directions and their full 
meaning are applicable to all men 
everywhere. Now today “LAUNCH 
OUT INTO THE DEEP, and let down 
your nets for a draught.” Verse 4. 
Many have launched out, not because 
they were obeying Christ’s command; 
not because there was any virtue in 
launching out, but many are like 
Moses when he got in a hurry, jumped 
out, killed an Egyptian and hid him 
in the sand. “LAUNCHED OUT.” 
My dear friend and brother be sure 
your life work is Christ directed. 
Launching out at your own volition 
will result in a miserable failure on 
your part. Wait for the anointing 
from the Holy One and this same 
anointing will teach you. God calls 
His ministers just as definite today 
as He ever did and He also qualifies 
them whom he has called. God will 
let you know when He calls you to do 
a certain work. There is a_ perfect 
knowledge, a perfect assurance in the 
calling of God. Oh, when will men 
realize that the ministry is a calling 
and not a profession, but it is never 
too late dear defeated ones, if you 
have met with some of the trials, 
tests and disappointments that go 
with the divine calling. Here comes 
one opposing the Holy Ghost, saying 
that God no longer baptizes men and 
women with the Holy Ghost and fire, 
but that was for the disciples of old 
and is behind the age. They say we 
are beyond the age of miracles and 
that it is no longer God’s purpose to 
deal with men in this manner and con- 
sequently they are drowned in the 
sea of formalism, if they ever had an 
experience with God. 

There are others who come trying 
to impersonate the Holy Ghost; there 
are some who have never received the 
mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
but try to impersonate His voice. Illu- 
stration:—I was preaching at a place 
last year and a person just recently 
apparently had been under the power 
of God and made some very peculiar 
noises. This continued for about ten 
minutes, then she turned to a sister 
and said, “I tell you it is hard work 
talking in tongues.” Laboring in the 
sea of fanaticism is as great a sin as 
floating on the sea of formalism. 
When the Holy Ghost speaks, His 
voice is as clear as a whistle, thank 
God. 

Launch out! Oh God help us to 
launch out in the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth, It is noticeable that Jesus 
sent them back to the very place 
where they had caught nothing, the 
very place where they had been sorely 
disappointed, discouraged and dis- 
heartened, yes, the very scene of form- 
er defeats and wasted labors and in- 
deed today it is often God’s choice and 
purpose to send us right back to the 
very place of our apparently useless- 
ness. “They don’t want me here, they 
don't care for me here, I am useless,” 
cries many a disheartened one, but 
God ¢an use us anywhere if we will 
launch out in His name at His com- 
mand. But we must by all means, first 
have a HEART knowledge of God. 
God can use none but a HOLY 
HEART. We must go in thru the 
depths of our own souls, yea to the 

very HEART of holiness. Our lives 
must be Christ directed, we must be 
led of the Spirit to preach, not the- 
ories. but what we NOW KNOW and 
FEEL of the Word of Life. The world 
by wisdom knew not God, it pleased 
God by the foolishness of preaching 
to save them that believe. We are 
aware of the fact that it is the work 
of the Holy Ghost to convict men of 
sin and His usual method of convinc- 
ing is thru the preaching of the Word. 
There is preaching that edifies; there 
is preaching that convinces the judge- 
ment, so in oider for men to come to 
knowledge of the saving grace of 

jod, their thoughts must be awaken- 
ed on that line. there must be preach- 
ing which has that object. There must 
be preaching of saving truth vitalized 
and energized by the Holy Ghost until 
men’s hearts are pierced and broken 
up under conviction for sin. To gen- 
eralize on any subject always Yoses 
the -proper effect. The man who is 
launching out at his own command and 
who deals in glittering generalities, 
of course, pleases and entertains his 





congregation, but souls are never 
heard crying out for deliverance and 
sO again I say our lives must by all 
means be Christ directed. Launching 
out for praise, honor, or position, in 
some instances has brought a few 
souls to the altar long enough to be 
counted and some counted over and 
over again, but there haa been no pur- 
posely and intelligently seeking; thére 
has been no going into the depths of 
His holy love. Some say God knows 
what they need and He will show men 
what to do, that is true, God knows 
what all men need, but God does not 
undertake to supply that need until 
men are made to FEEL and realize 
their soul’s need and it is the minis- 
ter’s business to make men intelligent- 
ly acquainted with God’s demands, 
commands and will concerning their 
salvation. 


Launching out at our own volition 
sometimes results in men being too 
miscellaneous, indefinite, generalizing 
and stressing non-essential matters, 
seeking to popularize the doctrine of 
holiness and sanctification. This is 
the devil’s sure way of defeating the 
work of God. An occasional reference 
to the doctrine of holiness, a holy 
heart and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is not preaching it. Launch out 
launch out.

this return to the place of testing. We 
have a natural notion that our salva- 


tion lies in immunity from danger, 
but which one manifests the more 
abundant life, the coward who flees 
from contagion, taking every possible 
precaution for his safety, or the brave 
physician, minister, nurse or relative 
who remains steadfastly and true to 
duty though the plague be all about 
him? Don’t you think we are giving 
too much thought and devotion to our 
own safety? 


God’s plan for you my dear defeat- 
ed believer, is not to remove you from 
the place of your trial, or the scene 
of conflict. In vain you remove your- 
self, for His first act of guidance 
when you place yourself unreservedly 
in His care, may be to send you back 
to the place from which you shrank 
away, to show you that while you 
were defeated and were a failure 
there, that with His victorious eternal 
life in Him you are not a failure, in 
Him you are a success in the identical 
place, under the identical circum- 
stances where by yourself you were 
a miserable failure. This has been the 
case in many instances. 


John Wesley and Geo. Whitfield 
saw, as young men, so little oppor- 
tunities for success in England that 
they went as missionaries to Georgia 
and only the failure of that enterprise 
drove them back to Alderson Street 
in London where Wesley felt his heart 
“strangely warmed” and went forth to 
turn the tide of lawlessness and de 
bauchery which then threatened the 
civilization of Great Britain. It was in 
the very place where he saw no chance 
for success that he became pre-emi- 
useful. Had the apostle Paul, 
as a young man, been told that his fu- 
ture life lay’ among the despised Gen- 
tile barbarians, he would have no 





doubt laughed it to scorn, yet Christ 
in him sent him joyfully back to the 
same place and among the same peo- 
ple for service tor Him where without 
Christ he would have been a miser- 
able failure. Jerry McAyley backslid 
more than once. Common sense would 
have said, “Take him out of his en- 
vironment in the bowery, pat him in 
some sound and upright community 
where he cannot get the liquor which 
causes his downfall.” But that is ‘not 
God's plan, instead when he obeyed 
and launched out at God’s command, 
he became a power for God right tn 
the city of New York where he had 
formerly been a drunkard. Now there 
was a difference, he now was doing 
Christ’s command with a holy heart. 
No one can reach the drunkard or the 
woman of the street like the soul that 
has been redeemed from just such a 
life. 


Oh how many are preaching for ap- 
plause, for a salary, for their congre- 
gations: but if their lives would be- 
come Christ directed, yea, Christ pos- 
sessed, they wouldn’t stop preaching, 
no never, they would do it for Christ, 
to please Him and at His command for 
the salvatton of lost humanity. The 
prophet of God shares his inestimable 
privilege with the humblest believer, 
Indeed he does and he does so only 
by being under the direction of the 
commander-in-chief; yet he must be 
obedient to those who are over him 
in the Lord. We must be subject to 
each other and submit ourselves to 
those who are over us, we all must be 
Christ directed, thus obeying anq ful- 
filling the law of Christ. And launch- 
ing out in any other manner will re- 
sult in defeat and disaster. Victory for 
you, victory for me, my brother, is not 
doing something different from what 
you have been doing. but in doing that

Great campaigns have been launch- 
ed; bloody battles have been fought, 
and glorious victories have been won, 
but all that has ever been accomplish- 
ed for the good of mankind and for 
the glory of God, had its beginning in 
the day of preparation. When God call- 
ed Abraham, we have reason to be- 
lieve he made preparation for his 
journey. When Abraham, at the 24th 
chapter of Genesis, called on his eld- 
est servant to go among his kinsman 
to find a wife for his son, we have the 
fact clearly set out that they made 
sure that all things were prepared 
and nothing was lacking so that the 
journey would be a success and not a 
failure. 


Moses was a man prepared for the 
work God wanted him to do, however, 
he complained that he was slow of 
speech, but God sent a man along for 
a spokesman which plainly implies 
that God expects us to make use of 
every opportunity and He will then 
take care of what is lacking. 

Joséph was a man capable of being 
ruler of all the land of Egypt, but 
you might ask, when did these men 
prepare? The fact they were prepared 
is evidence enough that they had made 
preparation. 

God has never at any time placed a 
premium on ignorance or weakness. 
To the weak He said, “Be ye strong” 
which implies we can have something 


very same thing because he tells you 
to do it, because Jesus sent you there. 
Launch out my discouraged friend and 
brother, there is no such thing as get- 
ting beyond your depth with Jesus 


giving command. 
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to do in making ourselves strong. One 
writer has said, “Wisdom is the prin- 
ciple thing, therefore get wisdom.” 
Another writer said, “If any man lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God who giv- 
eth to all men liberally and upbradeth 
not.” 


You may say this is a gift from God. 
Truly it is and a most blessed one and 
some of us have already decided that 
the Lord hasn’t gotten to us with our 
part of it yet, but in the same verse 
of Scripture at the 12th chapter of Ist 
Cor., the writer has placed knowledge 
along side of wisdom and we were 
thoroughly convinced a long time ago 
that none of us will ever get too much 
knowledge, especially of the Word of 
God. 

If we preach the Gospel, we must, 
of a truth, know the Gospel and to 
know the Gospel, we must of necessity 
study the Scriptures. 

In God’s order of the ministry, He 
has arranged for teachers along with 
other things. If then teachers, why 
not conclude that there are those to 
be taught? If therefore, there are 
those who need teaching, why not 
make preparation for a Bible School 
and teach those who need teaching? 

This thing has been done, since by 
an action of the General Assembly 
the Churches of God has brought into 
existence a school where the _ real 
principles of the doctrine of Jesus 
Christ are taught and has_ selected, 
without opposition, a superintendent 
to look after the interest of said 
school. That said school is a product 
of the Assembly and not an individual 
institution, therefore, is entitled to, 
and commands the support of gvery 
member of all the churches and the 
hearty cooperation of every minister 
in the Church of God. We might add 
that no one can be loyal in the true 
sense of the term unless he is a 
booster and supporter of this depart- 
ment of the Church’s work. . 


In every department of life, people 
prepare for the work to be done. The 
farmer studies his business and pre- 
pares himself with the best machinery 
he can afford and by so doing one 
man can, by the aid of modedn equip- 
ment, do as much work today as a 
score or more could do a few years 
ago. How would the lawyer succeed 
without any preparation. The doc- 
tor? The school teacher? Just like you 
are trying to preach without and pre- 
paration. We do not mean to rely on 
ourselves, or on what we know, or on 
what we can learn, but first of all we 
should have real salvation; love the 














































































































yearning to see the host brought to 
Christ and then learn from the Word 
of God and from the experience of 
those who have traveled over a num- 
ber of miles of the ministerial path- 
way, just what is the quickest and 
best way to reach the people with the 
Gospel.

degree of conformity to the conditions 
upon which He gives each. 


Second: some people contend that 
sanctification is attained by growth in 
grace. Growth is a teaching of God’s 
Word and is enjoined on every one at 
the time of conversion, but sanctifica- 
tion is a separate work of grace. We 
can’t grow weeds out of a garden 
neither can we grow impurity out ot 
the heart. Many have striven for years 
and have not been sanctified. The 
Bible tells us it is the blood that sanc- 
tifies and not our good works or 
growth in grace. We admit our part 
of sanctification may be a growth or 
gradual approach of the human side, 
as our part is setting apart or conse- 
crating, but God’s part is instantane- 
ous. 

Paul said, “Let us cleanse our 
selves.” Seemingly this language in- 
timates that the work is all on our 
part, but we understand an important 
part of this work is to be acted on by 
the individual himself. We have to 
meet conditions upon which God sanc- 
tifies. First: We make a complete re- 
nunciation of everything that is filthy 
to the flesh and spirit, bodily impuri- 
ties, misuse of the body, misuse of the 
mind by letting it retain improper 
thoughts and imaginations, medita- 
tions and reading vile literature, all 
uses of the senses and instincts which 
would cause impure thoughts and acts. 
This must all be forever abandoned. 
Second: there must come a devote- 
ment of time, talent, money, influ- 
ence and everything we possess to the 
glory of God (this devotement to God 
objectively is not merely for service, 
or a specific work, but to God that He 
may purify the heart). A separation of 
our affections from everything lawful 
and a complete consecration of our 
rights and life must be laid down at 
the feet of Jesus. Having renounced 
everything that is wrong and devoted 
everything that is good about us to the 
service of God; we have then met the 
condition upon which God, by an act 
of faith, instantaneously cleanses us 
from all sin. Our part may have been 
gradual, or growing, but God instan 
taneously performs and completes His 
work wherein our soul passes to 6 
state of entire sanctification. There we 
are truly cleansed from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit and made ready 
to “perfect holiness in the fear of the 
Lord.” We are sanctified but did not 
Brew into it. We, by an act of faith, 
put ourselves in the cleansing stream 
and were immediately made clean. In 
order to perfect holiness we are to 
stay in the cleansing stream, or con- 
tinue faithful and be kept clean. We, 
by an act of faith, were united to the 
Vine and received His life and purity, 
so abiding in this Vine we continue to 
receive His life and bear His fruits. 
This is going toward entire purifica- 
tion or perfecting holiness. Having ob- 
tained purity instantaneously it is to 
be carried into every department of 
life. This grace is retained upon the 
same condition it is obtained and can- 
not be retained unless it is cultivated 
and used. It will control treatment of 
ourselves, neighbors, ang brethren. It 
will assimulate to itself all our habits 
of business and life and mold the life 
which we live in ourselves. This is de- 
structive to the theory of getting it all 
at conversion, also the theory of grow- 
ing into sanctification. 

Third: others hold that sanctifica- 
tion takes place at death. They admit 
that Jesus Christ forgives sins, but 
you have to sin a little every day and 
at death we are sanctified or freed 
from sin. If death can deliver from 
some sin, why not a sinner from all 
sin? therefore no need of a Savior. 
The Bible calls death an enemy and 
tells us death is the result of sin and 
sin is the work of the devil, therefore 
death is the devil’s grandchild. I can’t 
see how anyone could look to such a 
source for deliverance from sin. While 
some have received sanctification on 
their death beds, it was by the cleans- 
ing blood of Jesus and not by death. If 
the Lord can cleanse from one sin, He 





can cleanse from all of them. The epis- 
tle of Jude was addressed, not to tomb- 
stones or dead folks, but to them that 
are sanctified, not by death, but by 
God, the Father. As it is a work God 
must do for us, we need not wait for 
growth or death, but may by faith 
enter into this experience the moment 
the consecration is complete. 


Fourth: the Antenomian teaching of 
repression and imputed holiness. 
Christ’s holiness is ours by imputation. 
Involving the idea that the sins of the 
sinner are covered by the righteous- 
ness of Christ and leaving him in his 
uncleanness is not a Scriptural idea 
whatever. The atonement provides for 
such a union with Christ that His life 
and purity flows thru us, expelling all 
impurity and death, and the assimula- 
tion of us to the likeness and nature 
of Christ as the branch is assimulated 
into the likeness and nature of the 
vine—Jesus taught this. Remember 
Paul said, let us “cleanse.” Greek 
scholars tell us that the word cleanse 
used here is the same used in the gos- 
pels to express the cleansing or heal- 
ing of the lepers. I don’t believe Je- 
sus used some kind of covering to 
keep this disease in repression; when 
they were cleansed their disease was 
not concealed, but removed from the 
system. Their flesh came again like 
a little child, they were healthy ana 
free from the disease, so when a soul 
is cleansed in the sense that Paul usea 
the word, the pollution is not covered. 
The “old man” is not painted over and 
left in the heart, but is completely 
eradicated, crucified, killeqg and utter 
ly rooted out as in Romans 6:6. 


They hold that deliverance cannot 
come in this life and the only hope of 
the Christian is to obtain grace to re 
press, depress, compress, suppress, 
regulate, control and overcome this 
evil until death sets you free. They 
say further, the carnal principle re 
mains in the heart of the believer dur- 
ing life and that entire sanctification 
is the grace that effectually and con 
stantly holds the evil principle in re- 
pression, but the tense of the word 
used as a verb in Paul’s quotation ex- 
presses a finished action once for all. 
This is destructive to the repression 
theory, also the finished work theory, 
that entire sanctification takes place 
at conversion, and to cleanse to clean 
or remain faithful, but this forbids a 
thought of continuity and clearly ex- 
presses a specific, definite cleansing 
once for all as a finished act. 

Fifth: another theory—Purgatory, a 
sort of affair taking place after death. 
They say the priest forgives actual 
sins, but one must pass thru purgator- 
ial fires to be thoroughly refined ana 
freed from sin. Jesus. said, “every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth 
it.” I prefer being cleansed by the 
blood of Jesus rather than wait for 
purgatory fire. 

Sixth: we hold that the Bible teach- 
es sanctification as an experience sub- 
sequent to regeneration to be enjoyed 
in this present life, and I believe those 
who hold to this are the ones. that 
have an experience and testimony of 
sanctification. We believe that sin has 
never gone so deep in a soul but that 
the blood of Jesus can go deeper. God 
the Father wills it; Jesus provided i. 
He did not provide it for the world, 
but for believers. John Wesley called 
it the “Second Blessing’. Charles 
Wesley named it the “Second Best.” 
Martin Luther referred to it as the 
“Second Conversion.” Paul calls it a 
“Second Benefit of Grace.” Some say, 
“I have received a hundred blessings.” 
That may be true, but have you receiv- 
ed the “Second Blessing” of a clean 
heart? There are distinctions be- 
tween justification and sanctification. 
Jus—- is life; Sanc— is more abundant 
life. Jus— is love; Sanc— is perfect 
love which casteth out fear. Jus— put 
on the new man; Sanc— put off the 
old man. Jus— saves from guilt; Sanc- 
delivers from fear ang unholy tempers. 
Jus— imparts a_ spiritual nature: 
Sanc— is the crucifixion of the carnal 
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nature. Jus— deals with sins; Sanc— 
deals with the sin principle. Jus— 
gives us a right for Heaven; Sanc— 
fits us for Heaven. Sanc— “specifical- 
ly in theology, is that gracious work 
of the Holy Spirit whereby the be- 
liever is freed from sin and exalted to 
holiness in heart and life.” Standard 
Dictionary. 


Sacctification deals entirely differ- 
ent from justification. Viz: inherited 
sin, or the carnal nature. One must 
have a clear cut experience of justi- 
fication before he is a candidate for 
sanctification. All denominations and 
creeds admit the fact of original sin. 
They distinguish between the sin 
principle and the sins committed. 
They know that all men are born with 
the carnal mind and all agree that this 
carnal nature can’t enter Heaven, but 
the differences are as to the time and 
method of deliverance. In order to ob- 
tain sanctification there must be: first, 
definite seeking. We are not to pray 
for “more religion,” but for the cleans- 
ing of our hearts. Second, consecra- 
tion, not the surrender of something, 
but the giving of our redeemed powers 
to God; willing to do all He wants us 
to do, willing to let God do all He 
wants to do, then at the end of entire 
consecration and devotion by an act 
of faith, comes the divinely wrought, 
instataneous and complete blessing 
which is entire sanctification, or be- 
ing wholly sanctified. Appropriating 
the promises of God, believing what he 
says, then God proves, “I am the Lord 
that sanctify you.” -AMEN.
